DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Claims 1 and 21-24, as now amended, contain new matter not originally disclosed. 
The application as originally filed does not disclose that "applying the cutting surface includes 
reconstructing a root of the tooth". Introduction of matter not originally disclosed is not 
permitted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Chishti et 
al. (PCT Publication WO 98/58596 cited by applicant). 
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Chishti et al. disclose a computer implemented method, system, computer program on a 
tangible medium and computer system of separating a tooth from an adjacent structure. The 
method comprises defining a cutting surface using cubic B-spline curves and applying the 
cutting surface between the tooth and the structure to separate the tooth from the structure in a 
single cut (see page 18, lines 12-21, page 19, lines 3-15). Regarding claim 16, see page 18, lines 
22-29. It is noted that the limitation "applying the cutting surface includes reconstructing a root 
of the tooth" is new matter and as such has not been considered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 19 May 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments that Chishti et al does not disclose "applying the cutting surface 
includes reconstructing a root of the tooth" are moot, since such limitation constitutes new 
matter. Introduction of matter not originally disclosed is prohibited. 

Conclusion 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114.
